DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Drawings 

The drawings were received on 3/13/2007. These drawings are accepted. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is the 
Examiner's position that Applicant has invoked sixth paragraph, means-plus-function 
language to define Applicant's invention. Therefore the Examiner requires the Applicant 
to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP 608.01 (o) to explicitly 
state, with reference to the terms and phrases of the claim element, what structure, 
materials, and acts perform the function recited in the claim element. Please note that 
the MPEP clearly states. "Even if the disclosure implicitly sets forth the structure, 
materials, or acts corresponding to the means-(or step-) plus-function claim element in 
compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, the PTO may still require 
the applicant to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1.75(d) and MPEP 
608.01(0)...". (Also see MPEP 2181 (Rev. 1, Feb.2000)) 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled In the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
There is no disclosure of a means for limiting motion of the plunger rod or a means for 
maintaining disengagement of the means for limiting motion. 

Claims 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It is the Examiner's position that there is no disclosure of a disengageable 
ratcheting mechanism that includes the limitations recited in claims 15-19. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S!C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The claims do not distinctly the subject matter 

because the claims appear to recite that the locking slider is maintained in the released 

position by the actuator, which the Examiner is equating to the push button (30). 

However, the push button does move the locking slider into the released position but 

does not maintain it there. It appears from the drawings and specification that the 
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locking pin maintains tiie slider in the released position. For this reason, the claims 
remain indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Parisi 
(3,504,673). Paris discloses a syringe comprising a syringe barrel (11), a plunger rod 
(21) movable in a longitudinal direction, a handle (P), an operating lever (T) adjacent the 
handle and operable to move the plunger rod, means for limiting the motion of the 
plunger rod (33) and means for maintaining disengagement (46) of the means for 
limiting. 

Claims 9-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mead 
(2,316,095). Mead discloses a syringe comprising a syringe barrel (12), a plunger rod 
(21) movable in the longitudinal direction, a handle (17), an operating lever (31) 
operable to move the plunger rod fonA/ard, a toothed rack (24) associated with the 
plunger rod, a locking device (34) comprising a slider movable in direction transverse to 
the plunger, and a locking pin (39) movable with the operating lever. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
